For Sioux City, with 84.000 per­ 
sons, and neighboring South Sioux 
City, Neb., with 5.500, the crest s 
arrival was only insult atop injury. 
Surrender had come days earlier 
and inundation had been a creep­ 
ing. progressive thing. 
Downstream, town after town 
was either prostrate or abandoned. 
But Omaha and Council Bluffs, 
whose combined metropolitan area 
takes in 366,000 persons, were fight­ 
ing it out—prepared for the worst 
but determined to forestall it. 
This was the picture in the twin 
cities: 
About two - thirds of Council 
Bluffs’ 45.000 persons had fled or 
were pulling out of their homes.

Commission lifted a three - year 
“freeze” on new television stations 
Sunday, allocating five new chan­ 
nels at Pittsburgh and three at 
Cleveland 
and 
ear-marking 
air 
space for TV in Youngstown, Can­ 
ton "and the Steubenville-Wheeling 
area. 
The FCC said Pittsburgh will be 
allotted channels 2. ll, X-13, 16, 
47 and 53—the last three in the 
ultra high frequency range that 
cannot be picked up on present 
sets without a converter. 
WDTV at Pittsburgh, now on 
channel 3, will move to channel 2 
and WJAC at Johnstown, also pick­ 
ed up here, will be changed to 
channel 6 from channel 13. 
Channels 2, ll and X-13 at Pitts­ 
burgh w’ill be in the very high 
frequency range, available on pres­ 
ent sets. The X denotes a reser­ 
vation for educational use. 
At Cleveland, there also will be 
a total of six channels—three in 
VHF and three in UHF. Two of its 
three stations will go on new chan­ 
nels. 
Station WNEK will move from 
channel 4 to channel 3 and WXEL 
will shift from channel 9 to chan­ 
nel 8. WEW’S will remain on chan­ 
nel 5. Cleveland also w’as allocated 
channels 19, 25, 65, all ultra high 
frequency. 
With the exception of the Steu- 
benville-Wheeling allocation, made 
for the two cities jointly, all the 
channels set aside for nearby Ohio 
cities are in the UHF band that 
can’t be picked up on present sets.!

ness to prov ide date. 


An in d ictm ent is a form al a c ­ 
cusation m a d e u n d er o ath by a 
g ran d Jury. T he fact th a t a m an 
is called before a g ran d ju ry to 
give inform ation does not m e a n 
th a t he is guilty of anythin g

if a citizen refuses, for any rea- 
son. to respond to the call of a 
grand ju ry , public opinion tends to 
re g a rd him with suspicion.

The drum-fire it produced from 
his two rivals for the GOP nomina­ 
tion is only starting 
It will get 
hotter as the May 6 primary elec­ 
tion draws nearer. 
Former Gov. Thomas J, Herbert 
of Cleveland was especially miffed 
over loss of his home county's en­ 
dorsement In his come-bac* try 
State Sen 
Roscoe R. Walcutt of 
Columbus, who won endorsement 
in Taft's own Hamilton County, 
bristled with displeasure 
They c h a r g e d Congressman 
George H Bender and Paul Walter 
steam-rollered Taft * endorsement

Herbert called the endorsement 
an ' Iron Curtain” action and the 
“very kind of gang bossism which 
Charles Taft himself has so often 
decried " 
Taft is allied with Cincinnati’s 
‘ charterite” faction composed of 
Democrats 
and 
Independent Re­ 
publicans who bucked their party 
organization 
there 
The 
alliance 
cost Taft the Hamilton County COP 
endorsement. 
Herbert said Bender failed to 
deny his charges about Charles 
Taft’s endorsement in Cleveland 
and warned 
' No candidate can wisely afford 
—in more ways than one—to bar­ 
gain with a Bender for his favor.” 
Herbert did not elaborate on the 
remark but rumors did. They went 
something like this 
If Taft's brother. Sen. Robert A 
Taft, is elected president, he would 
resign from the Senate to enter 
the White House. If Charles Taft 
also is elected governor, he would 
appoint Bender to the Senate va­ 
cancy until a successor is elected 
for 
the 
unexpired 
term 
The 
rumors were widespread 
Robert "Mr. Republican” Taft 
won reelection in 1950 and started 
a new six-year term last year. It 
expires in 1957. If he resigned, an 
appointee to the vacancy would 
serve until Dec 15. 1954 Whoever 
won the election the preceding No­ 
vember 
to the 
unexpired 
term 
would take over on Dec 
15 and 
serve "until the term ended. 
Bender possibly figures an ap­ 
pointment to such a senatorial va­ 
cancy would put him in an advan­ 
tageous spot few election to the un­ 
expired term. He is serving his 
sixth and last two-year term as 
Ohio congressman-at-large. 
The state-wide congressional seat 
was abolished when the last legit-j 
lature redistricted the state. Bea­ 
der is seeking the Republican nom-| 
ination to Congress from the newly 
created 23rd District in Cuyahoga 
County. He has one opponent. 
Walcutt is the sole Republican! 


gubernatorial aspirant to get the 
endorsement of the party organiza­ 
tion in his home county — Frank­ 
lin. He took the occasion of Taft s 
tactical victory in Cuyahoga Coun­ 
ty to say: 
* I charge that New Dealer C. P 
Taft has broken faitn with his 
brother. Robert Taft, and has de­ 
ceitfully used the Robert Taft or­ 
ganization to further the C. P. Taft 
campaign.” 
Walcutt said Robert Taft had 
promised publicly to keep hands 
off the gubernatorial contest and 
that he and Herbert had avoided 
making the senator an issue. 
"Yet his envious and ambitious 
brother,” Walcutt said. "has con­ 
stantly 
attempted 
to 
drag 
toe 
name of Senator Taft and his or­ 
ganization into the campaign . . . 
"Informed Republicans through­ 
out Ohio know C. P. Taft, if nomi­ 
nated, would be a ‘political alba­ 
tross around the neck of Senator 
Taft in hi* fight for tne presiden­ 
tial nomination. 
They know that, if nominat­ 
ed. C. P. Taft s New Deal record 
and socialistic views would like­ 
wise be a major stumbling block 
against the success of any Repub­ 
lican nominee for president. They 
know that Charles was one of the 
original 'mee-tooers * 
"Robert Taft is a Republican.; 
C. 
P. Taft is an avowed New 
Dealer. Like oil and water, they 
will not m ix.” 
Charles Taft expressed pleasure 
over his Cuyahoga County endorse­ 
ment but did not reply to Wal- 
cutts criticism. 
Charles Taft s campaign litera­ 
ture describes him as "a man of 
judgment and sound 
Republican 
doctrine.” It says analysis of his 
views on the New and Fair Deals 
will show a "very close parallel” 
to national Republican leaders. 


One Pound Doe# Work Of Two 
Science Stretches Feed 
For Chicken Farmers

A M eet a ted P resa F arm W riter 
WASHINGTON 
JB-In the past 
five years science has shawn the 
chicken farmer how to make one 
pound of broiler feed do the work 
of nearly two. 
It has done this by adding vita­ 
mins. mineral elements and anti­ 
biotics to the poultry’ ration. 
Recent studies by the Agricul­ 
ture Department show the best 
chicken flocks now require only 2 7 
pounds of feed to produce one 
pound of chicken Five years ago 
it took nearly twice that much. 
The department 
say* 
that 
in 
these days of high grain and other 
feed product prices savings in feed 
make it possible for poultry men 
co supply Americans with a record 


quantity of chicken meat at 
sonable price* 
Feed represent* more than 60 
per cent of the cost of producing 
broilers. 
Each decrease of one 
pound in the feed required to pro­ 
duce a pound of broiler save* al­ 
most five cents a pound in the 
cost of the broiler. 
On a 
three-pound broiler, the 
saving would amount to 15 cents.. 
The profit margin in broiler raising 
is so close that this could often 
mean the difference between profit 
and loss 
The efficient broiler producer no 
longer prepare* hi* own chicken 
feed 
He buys it from concerns 
which specialize in preparing spe­ 
cial feeds, culled mashes. Most of* 
these concerns maintain laborator­ 


ies w e re they carry on extensive! 
ex pc rime " * 5 
search of mix tut 
that wi.. r ake chickens grow mc: 
quickly and cheaply. 
Officials say if poultrymen 
the feeds and feeding practices of 
IO years ago current grain price! 
would require that they get al 
least 50 per cent more fee then 
chickens than now paid them.

and tenderly during the pre-school 
years, expresses l i k e tenderness.

B IT A 4*REAT many parents 
have supposed that affection for 
the child is expressed in such ways 
and that theres no more to it 
Vet any parent knows thJit even 
while she's cuddling an infant or 
putting her arms about her 10- 
vear-old daughter, she may have 
no feelings of affection or rn a y 
turn to angry shrieking at her child 
the next moment. The more dis­ 
cerning parent also knows that the 
child knows these fact* What par­ 
ent ran fool a child about what’s 
in this parent * heart* Vet we must 


admit that by practicing s o m e 
physical show of affection to the 
child, we may incline to feel affec­ 
tion for him.

{orderly storage and painting walls 
and floor of a dry basem ent in 
bright colors accomplishes much. 
White, yellow', pink or light green 
walls increase the light in the dark­ 
est corners. A good grade of deck 
enamel on the floor in light gray, 
red or buff, in suitable contrast to 
the wall color, ca m e s out the 
cheerful aspect and gives the con­ 
crete a smooth finish that wall pre­ 
vent dusting. 
Painting a basem ent is so easy 
you m i g h t as well do it right 
so the job will last. If your house 
is new, wait at least a year for 
the lim e and salts to w'ork out of 
the concrete b e f o r e attem pting 
to paint. Special paints not 
af­ 
fected by lime are available for 
basem ent walls and can be applied 
with no m o r e preparation than 
cleaning loose particles off the 
walls. Cold w ater paints also can 
ix* used. However, if you want a 
gloss or semi-gloss finish, oil paint 
or enamel is called for. 
A stiff wire brush and a carbo­ 
rundum stone usually will smooth 
the average poured concrete wall 
sufficiently for painting. If the wall 
is still too rough to suit you, a 
coat of portland cement plaster 
can be troweled on. 
For oil paints, walls should be 
washed with m uriatic (hydrochlo­ 
ric) acid solution—about a pint of 
acid to a gallon of w’ater — then 
thoroughly rinsed with clear water 
and allowed to dry. Wear rubber 
gloves and protect your eyes. 
Or you can neutralize the lime 
by soaking the concrete with a 
solution of zinc sulphate crystals 
—three pounds to a g a l l o n of 
water. TTiis is allowed to dry on 
the walls for several days, then 
the crystals are brushed off. 
A good sealer is im portant for 
the first coat. Frequently, varnish 
is mixed with the paint to provide 
a sealer. One or two finishing coats 
can then be applied. 
A cellar ceiling has m any ad­ 
vantages. It conceals the maze of 
joists, bridging, pipes, ducts and 
wires. It increases heating efficien­ 
cy by preventing drafts up through 
floors and walls. It provides a cer­ 
tain am ount of fire protection, oft­ 
en delaying the spread of fire 
enough to allow tim e to fight it. 
A ceiling can be as simple as 
you care to m a k e it. Ordinary 
paper composition wall board will 
suffice, or thin sheets of wood fi­ 
ber hardboard, such as Masonite, 
can be sawed to fit and nailed to 
the joists. Gypsum wallboard will 
increase fire resistance and add 
soundproofing. Or if you want a 
more expensive job. metal lath and 
gypsum plaster can be applied.

Moscov plan by quoting from a 
note by Stalin: 
It is more ad- 
\antageous for ua that the fascists 
—in G erm any—should strike first; 
that will rally toe whole working 
class to the Communists ** 
Hitler crossed them up. He not 
only stayed and rallied the G er­ 
m an to him but practically wiped 
out the Communists. In 1939 he 
was itchy for w ar but found him ­ 
self sandwiched between Russia in 
the E ast and the dem ocracies in 
the West, both of whom he wanted 
to attack but not both at once 
lf ne moved against one. the oili­ 
er might jum p him from the rear. 
Stalin rescued him from this dilem ­ 
ma by 
signing 
a 
non-aggression 
pact with him, a desperate Soviet 
effort to escape destruction. 
This deal with Fascism by the 
Russians, who had spent their adult 
years denouncing it, disillusioned 
a lot of American fellow - travelers 
and Communists who got off the 
Red bandwagon. 
While the pact did give the Rus­ 
sians time to re-arm a bit. it al­ 
most proved fatal for them Having 
demolished the West, except for 
Britain. Hitler was then free to 
break the pact and take on Russia. 
Afjer the war Moscow saw some 
unprotected plums on the trees— 
the countries of Eastern Europe— 
which it was able to snatch with 
the help of local Communists and 
Moscow pressure. 
But the main prize was W estern 
Europe. It was broke. It could be a 
pushover with the help of a little 
economic chao* and the local Com­ 
munists. Moscow' bra intrusted the 
expected collapse. 
The U. S. upset the strategy with 
the 
M arshall 
plan, 
the 
Atlantic 
Pact, and the re-arm mg of West­ 
ern Europe This produced a situa­ 
tion which the Soviet leadership 
apparently didn t anticipate at all. 
They had taken control of E ast­ 
ern G erm any after the war, thus 
splitting the country in two. The 
Western Allies occupied W estern 
G erm any. Russia resisted all ef­ 
forts to let the two parts unite. 
The 
Kremlin 
men 
m ust 
have 
thought the West would never let 
the G erm ans have guns again. And. 


so long as G erm any remained di­ 
vided and unarmed. Bassia could 
feel fairly safe. In the m eantim e 
it could exploit the Eastern G er­ 
mans. 
But the rearm ing Allies tared of 
Russian obstruction, first let the 
Western G erm ans have their own 
government and then took the next 
step: They invited West G erm any 
to provide troop* for the Atlantic 
pact arm y. 


This 
was quite different from 
letting G erm any rearm , for tne 
troop* it produced would hot be 
part of a G erm an arm y but p art 
of the Western 
European 
arm y. 
Without G erm an participation that 
Western arm y would be half an 
arm y. 
That much wa* obvious to the 
Russian*. If they could keep the 
G erm ans out of the Western arm y 
they could well near wreck it. So 
they tried 
They 
suggested G er­ 
many be allowed to unite and re­ 
arm . this was bait for all G erm ans 
to split them from the West. 
Perhaps Moscow figured a unit­ 
ed G erm any, split away from the 
West. could be kept from rearm ing 
by Russian pressure and the work 
of G erm an Communists. Such fig­ 
uring could be only a wish. 
A united G erm any, given p er­ 
mission to rearm , would be un­ 
predictable 
and 
probably 
uncon­ 
trollable.

NEW YORK .P—There are only 
two classes in the world — neat 
people and the people they criti­ 
cize. 
The thing that always has put- 
zled me about neat people is their 
intolerance They are reform ers at 
heart 
They 
are 
never 
satisfied 
merely with being neat themselves 
Thev want everybody else to be 
neat. too. 
This is a violation of individual 
rights. A person is as legally free 
to be disorderly as he is to be 
neat, so long as he doesn t infringe 
on the liberty of others. 
For my part. I can see more ad­ 
vantages in being disorderly than 
in being neat. Neatness isn t al­ 
ways a virtue Most people aren t 
neat because they really want to 
be—they just can't help it. 
Many neat people have a restless 
passion to put everything in pigeon­ 
holes They believe there is a place 
for 
everything 
and 
everything 
should be in its place. They feel 
that life is like a bingb gam e 
lf 
they keep putting the right buttons 
on the right num bers — Bingo! 
The trouble with this theory is 
life just doesn't operate that way. 
To get the most out of living you 
have to be a connoisseur of chaos 
as well as an advocate of order. 
There are some situations and 
experiences you can't solve with 
a platitude or tag with a label. 
They don't fit into patterns, and 
when a neat person is faced with 
such a situation he is defeated by 
it—and sometimes destroyed by it. 
Life has a wonderful, sprawling, 
aimless quality that only a disor­ 
derly person can appreciate. Take 
such common things as thunder 
and lightning. They tend to make 
a neat person nervous, as he hates 
to see the sky disrupted 
Rut a 


good, rousing thunderstorm Is a 
source of poetic joy to the disor­ 
derly soul. It brings out th* best in 
him 
The neat man is frustrated from 
birth, because his goal is impos­ 
sible — the achievement of com ­ 
plete order The only really order­ 
ly thing in the world is death, and 
the most disorderly thing ta life 
The closer the neat m an come* 
to his goal—that is. the more he 
catalogs his daily life—the more 
bored he is likely to become. The 
disorderly m an can never become 
too bored because he never knows 
what will happen to him next 
When the neat m an goes to his 
desk to get out a letter, he knows 
in dreary certainty just where he 
will find it It is a dull routine To 
the 
disorderly 
person, 
however, 
looking for a letter in the m are's 
nest atop his desk is a real adven­ 
ture. 
G in g e rly , he pokes at the layers 
of debris that resemble the Leaning 
Tower of Pisa. He paws through 
old letters and re-reads them 
He 
comes upon some theater ticket 
stubs and recalls the play. He finds 


a pair of old stocks h# thought had 
been lout. 
It m a r take him half an hour 
lo find the right letter, but m ean ­ 
while he’s been somewhere 
He'a 
lived over a lot of merrier!**, had 
a pleasant little visit into the past. 
He emerge* refreshed by hla small 
voyage of discovery. But w hers 
has the neat m an been* He'* been 
only to a dry, cold file. He ha* 
learned nothing 
I once knew a lady whoa# seer** 
jov wa* going through her hus­ 
band I pockets at night. But aha 
m arried a neat m an. After ten 
years of utter m isery, however, 
she divorced him. explaining 
“ He was no bin to live with. 
Y ear after year I found exactly 
the sam e things in hi* pockets 
L ater ahe m arried a thoroughly 
disorderly m an whose pocket* re­ 
sembled a departm ent store hit hf 
a hurricane 
" I never knew life eould be ae 
exciting." she said. and they lived 
happily ever after 
Perhaps that is why neat men 
are jealous of disorderly men Thee 
know women never find them dull.
